Nominations Called for to Close 
Nov. 16th; Elections 
Nov. 26. 



The regular meeting of the Students' 
Council was held laat night at 7.30 In 
the Council Room at the Union. Pre- 
sident H. H. Pitts In the chair. 
Messrs. D. Sutherland, President of 
the Union; K. P. Taolalnos. Arts Rc- 
presentuUve, H. M. Roscoe. Science 
Representative; C. W. Duck, Medical 
Representative; R. R. Struthers, Pre- 
sident Track Club; Fawcett, Presi- 
dent Rugby Club, present. 

After the reading and adoption of 
the minutes of the last meeting, the 
Secretary reported that "Pat" Rooney 
was elected President of the Hockey 
Club by a large majority. 

Mr. Fawcett reported that Toronto 
University had refused the sugges- 
tion of the proposed Intercollegiate 
series of football games. 

A letter from Mr. A. A. Scott, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer Of the McQlll Man- 
dolin Club, was read, asking for a 
renewal of the financial support by 
the Council to the above club. Mr. A. 
A. Scott was Invited to put the plans 
of the Club before the Council per- 
sonally, the result being that the 
amount of $30 was voted towards the 
expenses of the Club, on the under- 
standing that the fee of the Club for 
playing at the different College Smok- 
ers will be |5.00. 

The lack of support accorded the 
Editorial Staff of tho Dally was 
brought up. In this connection Mr. 
Tsolainos stated that it was Impos- 
sible for the present staff to bear the 
whole burden, and that real interest 
must bo displayed by both the un- 
dergraduates and the members of tho 
staff. After a long discussion as to 
means of stimulating interest, the fol- 
lowing motion was adopted: 

That the Students' Council should 
Impress on the student body as a 
whole, and particularly urge the dif- 
ferent College SocieUes to come for- 
ward and assist In the work of the 
Dally by reporting fully on their pro- 
ceedings and meetings. That students, 
especially of the Science, Medicine, 
and Law Faculties he asked to show 
a real interest in tho College, publica- 
tion by co-operating- with the Daily 
Staff In the matter of news and meet- 
ing's. That unless the present situa- 
tion is remedied the interests of the 
Student Body may be exposed to very 
serious complications." — Carried. 

A letter was received from the Water 
Polo Club asking the Council to de- 
fray the expense of providing soap 
and towels, for the visiting clubs at 
their league games. Sufficient funds 
were granted to the Water Polo Club 
/or this purpose. > 

The Secretary presented a request 
for an appropriation to cover the de- 
ficit on the operation of the .Campus 
Rink, which was estimated at S3ÔU. 
A long discussion followed on this 
matter, the view being expressed that 
the Council were not Justified in ex- 
pending this amount for the small 
number of students who took advant- 
age of the rink, it was pointed out, 
however, that there was a great pos- 
sibility of an attractive social pro- 
gramme being arranged in conjunc- 
tion with the rink, which would, if 
put In operation, justify the expen- 
diture. The need of social functions 
was fully discussed, and the opinion 
In general was that this was a very 
vital need. After the cessation of 
drill the only Interest of the student 
body would be the Hockey Club, un- 
less other amusements were provid- 
ed. The need of the rink was also 
emphasized In connection with the 
Hockey Club. If the rink were not 
operated there would be no Inter-Fac- 
ulty games, the Capper Trophy com- 
petition would cease, and yie Senior 
and Junior hockey teams would be 
robbed' of a live field of support and 
development of players. 

After taking all these matters into 
consideration it was decided that the 
operation of the Campus Rink was an 
undergraduate necessity. Messrs. 
Duck and Roscoe were appolnetd a 
committee to investigate the possi- 
bility of social functions In connec- 
tion with tho rink. 

The election of representatives from 
the Faculties of Medicine, Science, 
Arts a,nd Law was the next Item un-, 
der consideration. _ Article 5, Clause D 
of the Students' Society constitution 
reads' as follows: One /representative

(1).— In uniform (or civilian clothes) 
all members must be neat, clean and 
smart in their appearance. 

(2.) CAP — to be worn on the cen- 
tre of the head, the peak slightly over 
the eyes. 

(3.) JACKET — lo fit easily but 
neatly and pulled down. All buttons 
to be kept clean and fastened. The 
belt to fit snug. 

(4.) TROUSERS — to be pulled up 
to fit snug and turned over the putties 
at the same height, unless pantaloons 
are worn. 

(5.) PUTTIES— to be wound regu- 
larly and neatly from the Instep of. 
ankle to the front. Before putting 
on, draw trouser leg up "to lower 
part of calf, take up the slack on each' 
side, fold It back neatly and then 
wind the puttie over trouser- and 
fasten the' tape. Full the trouser 
down over top of puttie to hide tape. 

(6.) BOOTS— heavy boots (tan 
preferred) are to be worn and KEPT 
CLEAN. 

(7.) GREAT COATS and Maclt- 
inaws — to be kept buttoned and brass 
buttons kept clean. When rolled must 
be worn over left shoulder. 

(8.) HAIR — Hair must he kept 
short and face shaven, except upper 
Up if moustache is worn. 

NO EQUIPMENT, UNIFORM, OR 
ANY PART THEREOF, MUST BE 
USED OR WORN EXCEPT WHEN 
ORDERED OR SPECIALLY PER- 
MITTED-I 

Conduct. 

(1.) On and off parades conduct 
yourself as a soldier and a gentle- 
man. 

Carry yourself erect, keep your head 
and' eyes up and look straight to the 
front, let the arms swln« easily from 
the shoulders when marching; 

(1.) Adopt a manly carriage , and 
march with a steady free slrlde, pick- 
ing the feet up neatly from the ground. 
Have the appearance of being proud 
of your uniform ' and of your bat- 
talion. 

(2.) Talking In the ranks, except 
when standing "Easy" or marching 
"at ease," is strictly prohibited, also 
whistling and singing, except when 
expressly allowed. When In the ranks, 
and particularly .when marching 
through the streets, do not spcajc or 
many any sign of recognition to any 
acquaintance. 

(3.) No chewing or smoking is al- 
lowed except on manoeuvres when 
permitted by the Commanding Offi- 
cer. 

(4.) Stand steady in the ranks and 
maintain the proper dressing and In- 
terval. If clothing or equipment need 
adjusting a front rank man takes a 
pace forward and a rear man a pace 
back. When finished step to your 
place smartly. If necessary to fall 
out take a pace forward or^back and 
ask permission. When granted by nn 
officer salute and march off smartly 
If under arms, come to the "slope" and 
salute before marching off. 

(5.) There must be no loitering 
when falling in for parade or falling 
out. Take your place- in the ranks, 
correct your dressing and stand pro- 
perly at ease. If under arms when 
moving to or from a parade carry t'te 
rifle at the "slope.". 

(6.) Be attentive, ready and alert 
to obey and intelligently carry out any 
and all .orders. 

(7.) Respect must be shown to of- 
ficers and N.C.O.'s at all times. 

(8.) By your own example I and 
conduct prevent others becoming In-, 
attentive and slovenly and so retard- 
ing your own advancement and the 
efficiency of your section and com- 
pany. 

(9.) Be prompt and regular on 
parade and see that others are. Ir- 
regularity means Inefficiency, and re- 
tards the progress of others. Any 
man late for parade loses his attend- 
ance.

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APATHY IN COLLEGE AFFAIR. 



During the past two years a moat regrettable spirit has been 
growing around McGill. We refer .to the spirit of Indifference. Sev- 
eral incidents which have taken place in the past week have brought 
this fact to our notice, and have made it seem necessary to bring this 
unpleasant state of affairs '.'into the limelight" in the hope that it 
may possibly make some of our reader*- wake up. Yesterday a notice 
appeared in the Daily to the effect that nominations for the Union 
House Committee had already been called for twice from the Facul- 
ties of Medicine and Law, and not a single nomination had been re 
ceived up to the time the paper went to press. Meanwhile the Com 
mittee in question is being held up just because the undergraduates 
in Medicine and Law do not take enough interest in their own Union 
to care who is to manage it. There is no use in trying to smooth 
the matter over with excuses, that is absolutely the only explana- 
tion that can be offered for such apathy, on the part of the stu- 
dents of two of the best known faculties in the University. But it 
would be unfair to blame the students 'of these two faculties alone 
for an atmosphere which, it seems, has become almost universal 
around College. We say almost universal, because there are still a 
few students whq have the true spirit with regard to undergraduate 
affairs. In yesterday's football game, Science won the game by de- 
fault, that is, not enough Arts men turned out to form a team. But 
this is not the most of it. Two prominent members of the Arts team 
were seen playing pool at the Union, while the few Arts men who 
did show enough interest' to turn out were trying to apologize to the 
Science players for the degrading position they found themselves in. 
How can wo blame the ordinary undergraduates for lack of college 
spirit when such men who hold high offices about the college act in 
such a shabby manner. Such an action as this cannot fail to in- 
fluence first year men, who naturally look to the older men for a 
precedent. 

Just such indifference as this is seen everywhere by all those 
students who are unfortunate enough to be leading the different 
undergraduate clubs and societies of McGill at this time. Another 
striking examplô can be taken from yesterday's meeting of the Arts 
Undergraduate Society. The meeting was called for one o'clock. 
Dean Moyse very kindly consented to stop lectures a few minutes 
before the hour, and a large attendance was expected, especially as 
a new President and Secretary were to be introduced, and several 
. matters of importance weré to be" discussed. In spite of all this busi- 
ness, every item of which certainly should have been of great interest 
to every undergraduate in Arts, only about one quarter of the mem- 
bers of the. society were on hand. Why was thist In Harvard 
University all such meetings have to be. held after lecture hours, and 
generally take' place in the evening. Surely we cannot admit that 
Harvard students take more interest in their student activities than 
McGill men, and yet here are the facts staring us in the face, s 
What is the reason that the undergraduate body is forgetting 
they have a grand and glorious record to keep upt Why are the stu- 
dents forgetting that they are a part of r "01d McGill," a -part of a 
University that has made its name famous on two continents, and 
whose Alumni have risen to positions of trust and honour in all of 
the highest walks of life! It is with a great deal of. regret that we 
find it necessary to refer to this growing indifference on the part of 
McGill students in an editorial. Remember this paper is not read by 
McGill men alone. Let us get together and see that this atmosphere 
is changed immediately.

C.O.T.C. 
(Continues) from Page 1.) 
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Saluting In Uniform. 

(1.) "All Officers of the McGill Bat- 
talion and of all other units when In 
uniform or when recognised must be 
given a salute. 

(2.) WHEN PASSING an officer 
salute properly and smartly with the 
hand further away and turn the head 
and eyes In his direction. Salute on 
the third pace before reaching him 
and lower the .hand on the third pace 
pace after passing him. When car- 
rying a erne or small parcel place It 
under the arm nearer the officer be- 
fore saluting. If two or three men 
are passing an officer the time la 
taken from the man nearer the offi- 
cer. 

WHEN CARRYING A RIFLE 
NEVER SALUTE TO THE FORE- 
HEAD. BRING THE HAND TO THE 
SMALL. OF THE BUTT. 

(!.) IF STANDING when an offi- 
cer passes turn towards htm, come to 
attention and salute with the light 
hand at three paces distance. If 
carrying a rifle stand - at attention 
only; do not salute with the hand. 

(4.) When approaching to speak to 
an officer salute and halt at two paces 
distance. If at the slope remain ho 
unless detained by the officer when 
arms may be "ordered." Before mov- 
ing off or returning to the ranka a 
salute must be given. 

(6.) When appearing before an of- 
ficer In a room a salute must be (riv- 
en, but the headdress must not be re- 
moved. Never salute when in the 
ranks. If spoken to by an officer 
come to the at t tent Ion; it walking 
turn the head slightly towards the of- 
ficer In passlngpy 

(7.) If two bY^mbre men are sit- 
ting or standing about, the senior 
non-commissioned officer or oldest 
soldier will face the officer, call the 
whole to attention and alone will 
salute. 

(S.X- .The headdress is always re- 
moved in places of worship and civil 
courts, except In the latter case with 
a party under arms. 

(9.) The headdress must not he re- 
moved when acknowledging an ac- 
quaintance; 'salute with the hand. (Do 
not take your hat off to ladles when 
In uniform.) 

(10.) OFFICERS MUST PRO- 
PERLY ACKNOWLEDGE A SAL- 
UTE, BUT ' THE SENIOR OFFI- 
CER PRESENT ALONE RETURNS 
THB SALUTE.. 

(11.) Individual men meeting or 
passing a battalion or regiment must 
halt and salute thé Commanding Of- 
ficer, and the colora, if uncased. Simi- 
larly the body at a military funeral. 

Extract from "Infantry Training, 
1914."

Saluting. 

Brfng the (right or left ) band smart- 
ly with a circular motion to the head, 
palm to the- front, fingers extended 
and close together, point of the fore- 
finger one inch above the (right or 
left) eye or touching the edge or peak 
of cap.
